HOME RULE QUESTION. 


The Balkans War—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, January 8.—Home Rule discussion, 
which has been in the background the last few 
days, was brought to the front again by John 
Morley's speech last night. This is the first 
real Radical lead. He began by declaring it 
was moonshine to say that 330 Liberal mem- 
pers, fresh from their constituences, have no 
mandate to deal with the Irish question. 
Liberalism would be all unworthy of its great 
traditions unless it did the right and cour- 
ageous thing.’’ ‘‘Any approach to a satis- 
factory settlement in Ireland must be through 
dealing with the land question, The late Gov- 
ernment, to their great honor, passed an act to 
prevent landlords confiscating the property of 
their tenants. That was anoble exploit. Ido 
not think we shall be able to deal satisfactorily 
with Ireland until we have passed some legis- 
lation to prevent tenants from confiscating the 
perty of their lundlords. 
1115 means, in other words, that the enforce- 
ment of contracts must precede home rule. He 
gaid, further: ‘‘1 want two things, order in 
Ireland and power in the House of Com- 
mons.’’ Treating of the last first, he con- 
tinued: ‘‘Do what you will with your rules of 
procedure, you will not have restored the old 
British Parliament, you will not have made the 
British people master in its own house, until 
you have 
DEVISED SOME SCHEME 
or other which will remove the Irish members 
from the British House of Commons.’’ On 
the first question he said: ‘‘The two Tory 
policies, coercion and county government, do 
equally little toward settling the country. 
On his own attitude he said: I have not come 
to develope a scheme of government for Ire- 
land; that is for our leader. Whatever his 
assailants, secret and open, may say, I 
believe there is no man in this 
realm who is competent to take 
this task in hand, except the statesman who 
has devoted the best part of his life to the 
amelioration of the condition of Ireland, in 
whose great abilities and human sympathies 
will be found the only means capable of solv- 
ing the great Irish question. All that I would 
urge upon you is not to be misled by any idea 
that we are in a mere Parlimentary crisis. We 
are in a great National crisis. 
In conclusion he said: If I amin favor of 
finding new ways of dealing with the Irish 
problem, leaving the old rut and of ap- 
proaching that problem boldly, calling 
pon our statesmen to give some

NATIONAL BANK TAXATION, 


A Combined Movement to Resist an Alleged 
Illegal Tax on Shares. 

GRAND Rapips, MicH., January 8.—The Na- 
tional banks of this city have received circu- 
lars from a Chicago law firm inviting the 
bankers of Michigan to meet them at Detroit 
within a few days, with a view of securing the 
co-operation of the Michigan National banks 
in a proposed contest against illegal taxation. 
Accompanying the circulars is an abstract of 
laws and court decisions affecting the taxa- 
tion of banks. National banks of Chicago, 
New York, Boston and other points, it is 
stated, have instituted, or are about to in- 
stitute in the Federal Court, suits to avoid the 
payment of State and local taxation on their 


shares, as illegal and unjust, according to the 
statutes. Other corporations are obliged to 
pay taxes on their real estate and other prop- 
erty only, and shares are exempt. The Na- 
fional banks pay on their real estate, circula-

Grattan Parliament scheme, T. P. O’Conner’s 
colonial scheme and the iegislative system of 
the Ainerican States.

e The principal officers will be a Governor Gen- 
eral or a Viceroy. The name of the Duke of 
E. Connaught naturally suggests itself as the first 
Viceroy. The limitations of the extensive 
powers conferred, run on almost in parallel 
lines with those of the American State Legis- 
lative system. That is to say, the National 
authority is supreme, except over the re- 
served imperial rights and functions within 
the limits of the State. The imperial author- 
ity is supreme over external and interstate 
relations. Imperial authority naturally carries 
with it the military and naval defense of the 
common cause. Such details as the control of 
the police, trade restriction and imperial par- 
liamentary representation are pending until 
the Liberal meeting. Dublin Castle will cease 
to exist as a disturbing element in Ireland. If 
used at all it will be as a semi-royal residence,

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A Genuine Blizsard Strikes This Region—Tite 


Wind Blowing a Gale~Fearful Cold in the 8 


Northwest, and Lots More in Store for St. 
Louis~The Rallroads— Weather at Other 
Points. 


That the predicted cold wave came“ last 
night not one of the shivering thousands in St. 
Louis to-day will deny, and that they all 
are very grateful to the Signal Service 
for the timely warning nobody will deny. In- 
deed, it would be bard to find an occasion 
when the value and the comprehensiveness of 
the service could be so clearly demonstrated, 
and at the same time the acouracy 
of their deductions from the data received 
from the 100 stations. The resuits of last night 
show quite conclusively thatthe weather can 
be determined twenty four hours ahead. But 
observer would have 
laughed last night at n o’clock at 
any idea of a cold wave being 
in the near future;the stars were twinkling, 
the sky was unclouded, and a soft wind was 
blowing gently from the northeast. The tem- 
perature was higher than it was in the morn- 
ing, and everything pointed to a warm 
day. The barometer had remained stationary 
all day, but at 2 a. m. the barometer rose from 


29.84 to 29.87, the wind shifted to the North- 
west, and the first breath of the cold wave was 


felt. Soon after snow began tofall, and

Of course, with 
this fearful wind piercing the closest ents 
and thickest wraps, the cold seemed greater 
than it really was, and considerable disap- 
pointment was visible in the face 
the verag pedestrian as he 
halted at the thermometers alo the street 
and observed with disgust that mercury 
was still above zero.

The 
recklessness with which these wires are 
laid so that the insulation may be de- 
stroyed by abrasion against each other in 
windy weather, or by contact with other | 
conductors, would soon be corrected if the 
responsible company were cast in heavy 
damages every time a serious or fatal ac- | 
cident resulted from its negligence. Such 
abrasions and contacts, unknown and un- 
suspected till some calamity has pointed 
them out, have not only caused costly 
fires, but have caused the death of per- 
sons who had merely touched some wire, 
post or railing that was not supposed to 
be in connection with any electric ma-

THE CLINTON BANK WRECK. 


Veo Confesses and Turns Up Some Hidden 
Funds Belonging to the Bank.

RUTLAND, VT., January 8.—When Joseph Veo 
was taken from here and sent back to Clinton, 
he denied that he ever had anything todo with 
President McNeil in connection with the Lan- 
caster National Bank. When he found that the 
officers had sufficient evidence against him he 
made a confession in which he acknowledged 
having been an accomplice with McNeil, in 
removing the securities from Clinton and he 
said that they were hidden in this city. Of- 
ficer Tryson of Clinton, came here yesterday 
with an order on the clerk of the Rutiand Mar- 


ble Company for the money. When the order 
was handed to the clerk he hesitated for a 
moment and led the oilicer toa hill in the 
vicinity, dug up two weil-filled satchels and 
gave them to the oflicer. The satchels were 
taken to the office of the Chief of Police 
where they were opened. In them was found 
$35,000 in bank bills aad securities amounting 
to upwards of $100,000, which is — all the 
property taken from the bank, excepting 

in gold. The satchels were given to the clerk 
by Veo. Theclerk had already become sus- 
picious of the transaction. On Wednesday 
afternoon Dr. Nelson of Lowell, who, itis 
said, had a hand in the work, sent his wife to 
the clerk with a note requesting him to meet 
him on the Pittsford Road at 10 o'clock that 
night and bring the satchels. The cierk did 
not dare make the venture and became still 
more suspicious of the affair. The officer re 
turned to Lancaster last night with the prop- 
erty. It is said that the officers are now 
searching for Dr. Nelson, who, they claimed, 
assisted McNeil in taking the securities from 
the bank. It issupposed that McNeil has the 
missing gold. 


A PECULIAR SUIT. 


Enjoining Two Employes from Divulging an 
Important Manufacturing Secret. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DiIspaTcnu. 
TRENTON, N. J., January 8.—Chancelior Run- 
yon decided a case yesterday which is of 
unusual interest on accountof the peculiar 
relief sought from the court. The court is 
asked to restrain a man from divulging a 
secret. The complainant, Rudolph G. Solomon 
of Newark, seems to have discovered a val- 
unable secret in connection withthe manufac- 
ture of cardovan leather and for coloring 
kangaroo, alligator and snake skins. He has 
been engaged in the business about eight 
years, and employed his book-keeper and 
superintendent, Hertz and Adoiphi, with the 


understanding that they were not to divulge 
the secrete of the usiness. Hertz and 
Adolphi, after learning the methods, made 
arrangements with two strangers to go into 
business in Newark, and compete with 
Solomon. 

That the facts set up in the bill entitle the 
complainant to relief admits of no question, 
says the Chancellor. ‘‘A discoverer of a secret 
process of manufacture, whether patentable 
or not, has property therein. The case is 
simply upon tne bill and answer, and although 
the defendants deny the facts set up in tiie 
bill, if the injunction be dissolved the secrets 
would become known and an irreparable injury 
done to the complainant. 

The defendants also agreed not to divulge 
where Solomon buys his material and where 
he sells his leather. This agreement the Chan- 
cellor regards as binding only during the term 
of — 8 1 and no injunction in regard 
to,that will issue. The defendants are, how- 
ever, restrained from using the secret process 
of which the complainant is the discoverer.

Mr. Gould Talks About Silver Coinage and 
the South’s Progress. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcn. 

CHARLESTON, 8. O., January 8.—Mr. Jay 
Gould, who is now visiting here, was to-day 
asked his views on the silver question bya 
correspondent of the Posr-Disr ATC.

This Englishman 
takes advantage of the fact that he was re- 
ceived, to write every scrap of the private con- 
versation held with him by the people to whom 
he was introduced at the White House. The 
English people are fond of criticising Ameri- 
can newspapers and the habit of printing in 
this country interviews with public men. It is 
very doubtful if there could be found in the 
entire length and breadth of American jour- 
nalism a man contemptible enough to report 
for publication private conversations obtained 
through social courtesy. The fact of the im- 
propriety is still further heightened by the 
fact that Haweis was introduced by a reputa-

This is the form of the 
oath required by his bill: I, A. B., dosolemnly 
swear Or affirm that I have not directly or in- 
directly given, promised, advanced or puid 
any money, or given or conveyed any other 
articles of value, to any person or persons to 
assist, aid or procure my election or appoint- 
ment, and Ido further swear or arm that I 
will support and defend the Constitution of 
the United States, so help me God. Imagine 
the consternation in the United States Senate 
if this form of oath should become part of tie 
law ofthe land. The other provisions of the 
law provide for penal punishment for viola- 
tions of the same. Officers who refuse to take 
the oath will not de ermitted to per- 
form tbe duties of their offices, False swear - 
ing under this act is to be punished 
by a fine of $1,000 and a possible te in the 
Penitentiary of five years. The conviction of 
any man for using money inan election is to 
be followed by a punishment ofa fine not ex- 
ceeding $500 and a term in the Penitentiary not 
exceeding a year.

LANDLORDISM. 
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‘|THE BALEFUL SHADOW THAT FALLS 


ACROSS THE COUNTRY’S FARMS. . 


An Evil that Menaces the Integrity of the 
to a Mere Nothing—The Mortal Results of 

It ie not at all improbable that the land 
question which is just now working the most 
startling revolution that Great Britain has ever 
experienced will become in a short time the 
great question of the day in this country. The 
average American would be far from willing to 
admit that the tenant-farming system had ob- 
tained such a hold upon this country as to 
cause the gravest fear among thinking people 
for the future of the country itself, and yet 
such is the case. How few there are of the 
people who read the PosT-DIsPATCH every 
day who are aware of the fact that 
in the State of Missouri to-day there 
are nearly 60,000 tenant farmers. Who 
will not confess to be surprised at 
the statement that there are over 80,000 
tenant farmersin the State of Illinois? Who 
can realize, without experiencing a sensation 
ot wonder, that the vast public domain which 
is the boast of every free American has 
dwindled down to less than 5,000,000 acres of 


arable land? 
LANDLORDISM AT HOMB. 


Such is the fact, however, and a writer in 
the North American Review calls attention to 
it in an earnest and forcible manner. This 
writer Geciares that it is hard to say which is 
the more surprising: the extent to which the 
system popularly known as landlordism has 
gained a footing on American soil, or the ig- 
norance of the American people about the 
matter. The average American has an idea 
that the farmers of this country own 
‘the farms they till. The impression 
seems to be a natural one when the 
general public believes that every man who 
chooses can possess himself of a farm of 160 
acres out of the public domain. The land- 
lord and tenant system in view of this belief 
seems impossible. The immensity ofthe pub- 
lic domain of the United States makes it ap- 
pearso. Itnever seemsto have struck the 
American people that there would come a day 
when there would be no more land to be given 


away. 
NO LAND CODE 


was ever devised by Congress, the land laws 
being entirely devoted to rendering the proc- 
ess of acquiring land a simple one. State 
Legislatures were given the option of making 
land laws should emergencies arise. Emer- 
gencies arose. The land of each State gradu- 
ally became acquired. As it became improved 
its price went up. Capitaliste were at hand to 
buy. Farmers became too poor to keep or to 
acquire, and landiordism sprang  full- 
fledged into the agricultural field. How 
many landlords there are in 
the State itis hard to tell, but one can easily 
see how simple was the production of them 
when one understands that the most profitable 
disposition of a large estate that could be 
made by an owner was to divide it up into 
small farms, let them to tenants, and elect 
himself to the Legislature, where he could 
frame laws which would secure him against 
any loss. ‘‘Probably,’’ says this writer, Mr. 
Thomas P. Gill, ‘‘the history of constitutional 
government does not furnish a more one-sided 
scheme of legislation than the landlord and 
tenant laws thus manufactured in the Western 
States. They are implements for extracting. 
rent as simple, terrible and brutally candid in 
their design as a revolver in the hands of a 
peremptory road agent. At any rate they 
have resulted in fixing on the free soil of the 
United States a land system that belongs to the 
ages of barbarism.’’ 
MORE THAN GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 

By the cenus of 1880—the first census by the 
way that ever took the tenant-farming ques- 
tion into consideration—it is found that 
1,024,601 farms in the United States are tilled 
by tenants. That figure alonc entitles America 
to take rank as possessing the largest tenant- 
farming class now furnished by any nation. 
In the five years since the census was taken 
the number of tenant holdings has increased 
25 percent. This would raise the number of 
tenant holdings at present in the United States 
to 1,250,000. In Great Britain and Ireland the 
number of tenant holdings of latest computa- 
tion is 1,069,127. Thus, the United States at 
the present day possesss 250,000 more tenant- 
farmers than the three Kingdoms and the 
Principality together. It contains more than 
three times as many as England and Wales and 
more than twice as many as landlord-ridden 
Ireland. Illinois, with a less population than 
the ancient feudal Kingdom of Scotland, has 
nearly 20,000 more tenant farmers. © 

FRANCE AND AMERICA. 

Out of 7 ,670,498 persons engaged in agricul- 
ture in the United States in 1880, only 2,984,306 
were registered as farm-owners. France, with 
her expensive and restricted soil, and with 
20,000,000 less people, has been able to place 
more than 5,000,000 agricuiturists in absolute 
proprietorship of their small holdings, while 
America, on her boundless virgin area, un- 
hampered by title deeds or traditions of past 
proprietorial rights, with her ever-growing 
population hungry for land, has been unable 
to establish quite 3,000, 000 of proprietors, great 
and small. 

MORTGAGED FARMS AND LAND AGENTS. 

It must be recollected that the 2,984,306 
farms given as owned by their cultivators in- 
clude farms of all sizes, from three acres up 
to 1,000 ‘‘and over.’’ Oan the owner of a 1,000- 
acres-and-over farm be called a working culti- 
vator? Again, how many of these proprietors 
possess a clear title to their holdings? It is 
certain that this figure would sustain an enor- 
mous reduction if this specification were 
made or the number of genuine proprietors 
only returned. Small farmers in all the 
Western States and Territories are plunged 
into debt, and it would not be out of the line 
of truth to say that nearly one-third of the 
farms profegsed to be owned by farmers are 
mortgaged to the last cent. The grip of the 
money lender is fast on the American farmer, 
and the wasting farms that one notices in a 
day's ride through any Western State are in 
the hands of, not the small farmer, but the 
land agent. 5 

THE PUBLIC DOMAIN SQUANDERED. 

An apparently illimitable area of glorious 
soll in the eyes of most Americans is now 
dwarfed in the eyes of thoughtful people when 
they behold the stupendous rate at which the 
pu blic domain has been squandered. Empires 
of public land have been ecized by irrespon- 
sible corporations under railroad grants. The 
other day the Legislature of Texas, when it 
wanted to build a capitol, instead of making a 
bargain with an architect and contractor in an

During 
these three years, without plantinga tree or 
paying a,cent, he can rent the land and 
pocket a heavy income—half the fruits of 
others’ toil. One may filean entry and keep 
the land out of the market until the growth of 
a community around it makes it valuable. 
This sort of thing is carried on by wholesale, 
and on a larger scale still are frauds..perpe- 
trated under the desert and timber acts, which 
enable capitalists in combination, by means 
of dummy entrymen, to appropriate miles of 
territory. The dummy entryman is also used 
by capitalists on an immense scale under the 
homestead and pre-emption laws. In the 
meantime, honest would-be settlers are kept 
out of land. ; 
DIMINUTION OF PUBLIC LANDS, * 

The diminution of public lands has been 
taking place, according to the reports of the 
Land Office, at the rate of 20,000,000 acres a 
year, and according to the same reports there 
are just 5,000,000 acres of the publie domain 
still left of a character that makes them avail- 
able for settlers without capital. In the an- 
nual report of the General Land Commissioner 
for the year 1884 are the words: ‘‘The time has 
fully arrived when wastefulness in the dispo- 
sal of public lands should cease;’’ and that 
official calls for the repeal of timber - culture, 
pre-emption and timber and stone land laws, 
Further he says: ‘‘The time is nearat hand 
when there will be no public land to invite set- 
tlement or afford eltizens of the country an 
opportunity to secure cheap homes. What 
will be the effect of the exhaustion of tlie 
public domain? 

NO MORE FREE HOMES. ° 

The price of land will go up alarmingly 
when there are no more far-distant patches of 
Government land to be had by the hardy set- 
tler, he will have none but high-priced land to 
choose from. How is he to possess himself of 
it? He simply cannot possess of it. Never 
again will such a man have the opportunity of 
winning by his toil and his courage a free home 
for himself in the United States. The land will 
have become the privilege of capital and the 
hardy settler will have no alternativé but to 
rentafarmand work it as a tenant with no 
hope of coming nearer to being its owner after 
a lifetime of labor in it than he was on the first 
day he broke its verdure with the plow. The 
manufacture of a tenant-farming class 
must now  g0 on in the United 
States at an enormous rate. To-day 
tenant-farmers are being manufactured 
by wholesale in every Western State. Men 
who own land find it a vastly betterinvestment 
to let it to tenants than to work it themselves 
and settlers have no other resource than to 
rent. Owners can get a preposterous rent 
half the crop is the usual rent—and thus make 
a round income without working for it.

The Americans are no 
wiser, harder-headed, far-seeing or fonder of 
freedom than were the founders of early 
Rome. And yet Rome—though its every agra- 
rian law was framed -to favor the establish- 
mentofthe poor on small holdings on the 
public domain and to break up the illegal 
monopolies of the rich—ever failed to estab- 
lish her peasant proprietors or to shake 
off the grip that monopoly was once 
allowed to fasten on her vitals. The men of 
money evaded law after law, bought up 
Officials, ruined the agitators, and the poor 
men worked their bonanza estates for them as 
serfs, or came into the city to swell the note- 
selling mobs of the purliens. Feudalism, 
landiordism, usury and slavery, spread 
their humors over Rome’s fair body; 
ulcers became cancers, and the dis- 
ease 80 thoughtlessly admitted into the 
system became the disease Rome died 
of inthe end. How nearly pointed on the 
course that Rome followed to her ruin, from 
Democracy to Plutocracy, from Plutocracy to 
Imperialism, is America to-day, all can con- 
jecture, ‘‘Latifundia,’’ (land monopoly, it 
may be transiated) says Pliny, ‘‘killed Italy.’’ 
Why should it not kill America, too, if the 
remedies be not applied in time?
